LONDON, (WP) — Great Bri- 
tain today reported the sinking 
by Germany of the 16,243-ton 
Lancastria and the French 
steamship Meknes, with a total 
‘estimated loss of 2,000 civilians, 
soldiers and sailors. 

Women and children were 
among an estimated 1,700 civil- 
ians and troops lost out of 5,- 
300 aboard the Lancastria when 
she capsized and sank off St. 
Nazaire on July 16 under a hail | 
of German bombs. |

Sinking of the French steamship | 
Meknes by a German torpedo boat 
with a loss of 300 lives was announc- 
ed in Commons today by First Lord 
of the Admiralty A. V. Alexander as 
Great Britain appeared to be ex- 
tending its naval blockade against 
Germany and Italy to all of West- 
ern Europe and northwestern Af- 
rica. | 

Alexander said the Meknes was | 
illuminated and plainly marked. | 
He denounced the sinking as a 
“deliberate and callous attack on a 
ship of obvious  non-belligerent 
character.” 

The Meknes carried 1,300 French 
naval officers and men, who were 
being repatrited under terms of the 
German-French armistice. It was 
sunk off the south coast of Eng- 
land after leaving Southampton on 
Wednesday for Marseilles, Alexan- 
der said.

Draft Faces Debate 

WASHINGTON (UP) — Congress 
speeded toward action on a compul- 
sory military training bill today as 
it was revealed that the war de- 
partment is ready to begin drafting 
an army of 1.400.000 men within 24 
hours of enactment of such a law. 

The senate military affairs com- 
mittee has nearly completed the 
writing of a bill that would draft 
within a year such an army of 
youths who have no dependents. It 
is expected to approve the bill to- 
day and send it to the senate floor 
for debate Monday. 

The house military affairs com- 
mittee, considering the same _ bill, 
seeks information on the cost of a 
five-year program which, according 
to military officials, will produce 


3,000,000 reserves by May 15, 1945. 

Despite the apparent approval of 
some form: of conscription by most 
members of both committees, the 
bill faces a long fight in the sen- 
ate. 

A hint of the intensity of the de- 
bate was given by statements of 
opposition by Sens. Burton K. 
Wheeler, D., Mont., a leader of the 
isolationist bloc, and Sen. George 
W. Norris, Ind., Neb., usually a sup- | 
porter of administration policies. 

Wheeler denounced conscription 
and said he would fight the bill on 
every front. |

Men of Genius 
Often Were Dull 
Boys at School

@ SOME MEN of genius were 
school dullards. Humphrey Davey 
had the reputation of being an idle 
boy, with a gift for making verse, 
but no aptitude for school studies. 
Composer Wagner was demoted 
at school because he said he be- 
came lazy and slovenly. James 
Russell Lowell was reprimanded 
privately and publicly during his 
sophomore year at college for 
general negligence in themes, for- 
ensics and recitations, and finally 
suspended on account of continued 
neglect of his college duties. 

Oliver Goldsmith’s first teacher 
counted him the dullest boy she 
had ever taught, and his tutor 
called him ignorant and stupid. 
Byron stood at the foot of his 
class at school. Philosopher Hegel 
was declared at the university 
where he studied to be especially 
deficient in philosophy. Swift was 
at first refused his degree because 
ef dullness and inefficiency. 


“Very Ordinary” 


Wordsworth was disappointing 
at school. Grant was never above 
average. W. H. Seward was called 
“too stupid to learn.” Napoleon 
graduated forty-second in his 
class. Charles Darwin was singu- 
larly incapable of mastering any 
language. He says when he left 
school, “I was considered by all 
my masters and by my father as 
a very ordinary boy, rather below 
the common standard in intellect. 
To my deep mortification, my 
father once said to me, ‘You care 
for nothing but shooting, dogs and 
rat-catching, and you will be a 
disgrace to yourself and all your 
family.’” Thomas Edison was 
given up by his teacher at school 
as hopeless. 

If these geniuses were students 
in the best modern school, would 
they be discovered? Most, I be- 
lieve, would be, though not all. 

Undoubtedly an intelligence test 
would have discovered marked 
ability in many of them. Perhaps 
the biggest service an intelligence 
test can render is at finding genius 
ordinarily overlooked. Also the 
best modern school offers more 
opportunity than the school of 
yore for children to find them- 
selves. Nevertheless, I suppose 
we still have a long, long way to 
go to reach the ideal.
